‘FRANCE & THE BLOCKADE 


ADMIRAL Duarlan's demand that 
French ships should be allowed free 
passage through the blockade brings 
the European’ food situation once 
again into prominence. Mr Herbert 
Hoover, former President of — the 
United States, ‘predicted some months 
ago, in fact before the winter sct In, 
that starvation faced those countries 
now under German control, and urged 
the world to take cognisance of the 
fact that food supplies should be 
allowed to entar those areas. He 
apparently felt It to be hopeless to 
ask’ Germany to release some of the 
wheat she has stolen from France und

measure of happiness. 

But how is that to be decided; 

and what are the tests for a posi- 
tive measure of -happiness, and

fore these. searching questions, 
vud laid down the proper method 
of approach to the essential pro-

In doing go, the great nuthori- 
ty of the House of Lords was 
given to,much that the genera;

Mere length of life 
was not to be regarded as the 
most important feature, nor the 
mere possession of worldly 
goods, nor indeed the mere fact 
of high rank or station.
